Paris, Sept. 16.—(4.56 
German armies, who falled according 
to French judgment, to pierce a road 
for their retreat by way of the frontier 


toward Metz, apparently have decided 
to fight another great battle for sup- 
remacy in the territory’ northeast of 
Paris, 

They have taken up a line almost as 
extensive as that of the battle of the 
Marne, and for the last two days there 
has been in progress a desperate 
struggle in which the entire German 
force that made the rapid advance on 
Paris, has been engaged. 

The allied troops, strengthened by 
new arrivals, also are bringing their 
whole strength into piay, Their pur- 
pose is to dislodge the Germans, who, 
in some quarters ure believed to be 
suffering from exhaustion due to their 
long continued marches and counter- 
marches, coupled with incessant and 
fierce encounters between their flank 
and their rear guard, as they retired, 
and the advance guards of the allies. 

The position occupied by the Ger- 
mans for the second extended engage- 
ment, especially at the western end of 
their line, appear to be suited natural- 
ly for the combat, which, according to 
French military critics, will have a 
far reaching influence on the further 
progress of the war.

ANOTHER AUSTRIAN ARMY 
IS DEFEATED: REPORTED 
SURRENDER IMMINENT 


Rome, Sept. 16—Reports recelved 
yesterday from Russian and Austrian 
sources show that the Austrian armies 
commanded by Generals Dankl and 
Von Auffenberg, are completely defeat- 
ed, and that the surrender of both Js 
imminent. General DakI's army, with 
which is Archduke Karl Franz oJs- 
eph, heir to the Austrian throne, 1s 
cut off entirely from its communica- 
tions, The Russian army operating 
through Bukowina has got behind Gen- 
eral Von Auffenberg’s army, and cut 
off its retreat. 

General Dankl's army is caught In 
the morasses to the west of the river 
San. Farther west a flanking corps 
of 100,000 Cossacks Is awaiting ft. Its 
artillery is lost, its cavalry routed, and 
the last hope of the Austrians ts to 
concentrate between the fortress works 
of Phzemysl and Cracow, but they can 
accomplish this only after tremendous 
losses.
